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More  locally,  BYU’s  central 
heating  plant  continued  to 
receive  coal  directly  from  the 
Orangeville  mines  Monday, 
said  Jack  Meredith,  supervisor 
of  the  plant. 

However,  the  plant’s 
stockpile  at  Ironton,  which 
will  supply  the  campus  for  the 
entire  winter,  is  being  made 
operational  and  should  be  in 
use  soon.  A  10-day  supply  of 
coal  is  kept  at  the  plant, 
Meredith  said,  but  he  added  he 
was  not1  sure  how  long  that 
supply  would  be  maintained 
directly  from  the  mine 
stockpiles.  At  the  present 
time,  four  or  five  loads  of  coal 
are  brought  in  each  day. 

Ron  Dean,  Provo  City  Power 
superintendent,  said  the  Provo 
Power  Plant  has  a  90-day 
supply  of  coal  on  hand, 
contrary  to  an  earlier  report  of 
six-months.  The  last  load  of 
coal  was  brought  in  last  week, 
he  said. 

The  plant  is  operating  on  gas 
at  this  time  which  Dean  said  is 
cheaper  than  the  coal.  A 
change  over  to  coal  is  made 
each  winter  when  Mountain 
Fuel,  the  suppliers,  forces  a 
cutback  to  handle  higher 
residential  demands.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  United  Mine  Workers 
President  Arnold  Miller  said  Monday  that  “coal 
miners  will  not  be  bludgeoned  into  accepting” 
an  inadequate  contract  no  matter  how  great 
the  public  pressure  for  reopening  the  mines. 

“As  of  12:01  a.m.  Tuesday  we  are  on 
strike,”  the  union  chief  declared. 

Miller  said  that  while  a  prolonged  strike  will 
be  hard  for  the  nation  to  bear,  “the  120,000 
working  members  of  our  union  will  mine  no 
coal  until  they  have  a  contract  they  can  work 
under  safely  and  live  under  with  decency.” 

Most  of  UMW-organized  mines,  which 
produce  two-thirds  of  the  nation’s  coal,  were 
already  closed  Monday  for  Veterans  Day  in 
advance  of  the  midnight  deadline. 

Miller  said  that  “right  now  we  have  a 
two-week  strike,”  but  added  that  the  duration 
would  increase  for  just  as  long  as  negotiations 
draw  on. 

Earlier  in  the  day,  UMW  Vice  President  Mike 
Trbovich  said  a  tentative  contract  settlement 
was  unlikely  before  the  end  of  the  week,  which 
would  stretch  the  walkout  to  at  least  three 
weeks. 

At  a  meeting  with  newsmen  at  the  UMW 
headquarters  during  a  .recess  in  the 


negotiations,  Miller  said  there  was  no  chance 
that  his  members  would  be  willing  to  extend 
the  old  contract  beyond  the  deadline',  or 
shorten  the  10-day  ratification  process  required 
for  approving  a  new  pact. 

Coal  production  came  almost  to  a  halt  at  the 
end  of  the  Saturday  shift  and  is  not  expected 
to  resume  until  the  ratification  of  a  new 
contract,  a  process  the  union  says  will  require 
about  1 0  days  once  the  negotiators  reach  a 
tentative  agreement.

•  Some  people  joke  about 
watering  their  gardens  to  make 
.  the  rocks  grow. 

But  with  Emil  E.  Pierson  of 
!  'Orem,  it’s  no  joke.  He  has  'a ' 
’  ’collection  .  of  “living  rocks” 
which  actually  grow  when 
watered.  They  don’t  get  very 
big— but  they  do  grow. 

;  Pierson’s  collection  consists 
of  2 1  lithops  or  “living  stones” 
which  are  rare,  small  desert 
plants  native  only  to  the 
Orange  Basin  of  South  Africa. 
When  he  shows  them,  it  looks 
like  he  is  raising  rocks  in 
flower  pots. 

The  collection  is  probably 
the  only  one  of  its  kind  in 
|  Utah. 

t.  Pierson,  who  is  director  of 
■  the  botanical  gardens  at  BYU, 


says  lithops  are  highly 
specialized  organisms  which 
have  adapted  themselves  to  the 
high  winds,  low  humidity,  and 
intense  heat  of  the  South 
African  desert. 

The  hardy  little  plants, 
which  average  one  inch  in 
diamter  and  are  colored  to 
look  exactly  like  desert  rocks, 
are  known  to  survive  in  areas 
where  rainfall  may  occur  only 
once  every  two  years. 

They  can  live  on  less  water 
and  under  higher  temperature 
conditions  than  cacti.  They  are 
in  the  ice  plant  family. 

“When  moisture  is  available, 
lithops  gorge  themselves  with 
water,”  Pierson  explained. 
“Then  they  sprout  new  roots 
and  within  a  week  or  two

Child  abuse:  topic 
for  health  official 


Y  students 
raise  $770 
for  agency 


Twenty-four  youth 
leadership  students  at  BYU 
have  collected  more  than  $770 
in  the  current  Utah  County 
United  Way  Drive  as  a  result  of 
class  study,  according  to 
Thane  Packer,  Youth 
Leadership  Department 
chairman.

Between  115  and  130  cases 
of  child  abuse  are  reported  in 
the  Salt  Lake  Valley  each 
month,  according  to  Edward 
L.  Soper,  assistant  to  the 
commissioner  of  Health 
Services  for  the  LDS  church. 
He  cited  these  figures  after  a 
filmstrip  presentation  last 

Approximately  750  deaths 
throughout  the  U.S.  each  year 
are  attributed  to  child  abuse, 
including  1 1  in  the  state  of 
Utah,  according  to  the  film, 
“Child-Abuse-Current  Health 
Crisis.” 

Wilful  neglect  or  intent  to 
injure  resulting  in  physical  or 
mental  harm  constitutes  child 
abuse,  the  film  explained. 

Child  abuse  may  be  broken 
into  three  categories:  single 
incident,  repeated  incidents 
and  extreme  neglect. 

Common  types  of  physical 
abuse  include  beating  the  child 
with  wooden  paddles,  belts  or 
.ropes, i  f)U!rning  or,  Raiding;  the 
child,  or  breaking  his'  limbs. 
Failure  to  provide  for  the 
child’s  psychological  and 
physical  needs,  such  as 
starvation  or  improper  care  fqr 
the  child’s  personal  hygiene, 
constitute  extreme  neglect, 
said  Soper. 

Neglecting  the  child’s  social 
and  emotional  needs,  such  as 
holding  him  to  unrealistic 
expectations  or  undermining 
his  own  feelings  of  self-esteem, 
is  another  type  of  child  abuse. 

Some  characteristics  of  child 
abusers  include  loneliness, 
immaturity  and  a  lack  of 
understanding  qf  how  to  be  a 
good  parent. 

Some  child  abusers  come 
from  homes  where  their  own 
basic  security  needs  were  not 
met,  or  they  themselves  were 
victims  of  abuse.

Financial  strain  and  pent-up 
tensions  may  also  trigger 
violent  reactions  in  parents, 
according  to  the  film. 

Surprisingly  only  10  per 
cent  of  parents  who  abuse 
children  have  mental  problems 
severe  enough  to  require 
hospitalization. 

Soper  said  that  in  Utah  it  is 
a  misdemeanor  to  fail  to 
report  suspected  cases  of  child 


“Reformers  are  protected, 
and  it  is  up  to  us  to  determine 
if  the  allegations  are  correct,” 
he  said. 

Signs  of  child  abuse  include 
unexplained  or  unreasonable 
explanation  of  injuries,  poor 
hygiene  or  an  excessively  shy 
or  disruptive  child. 

Education  of  parents  and 
potential  parents  is  the  best 
way  to  alleviate  child  abuse,  he 
said.

The  largest  woolly 
mammoth  pelvic  bone  ever 
found  in  Utah  has  been 
uncovered— one  foot  beneath 
the  lawn  of  a  Sandy  apartment 
complex. 

The  bone  was  found  as 
Ronald  Griffin,  site  manager 
of  Mid-Shore  Apartments, 
84  93  Pamela  Way,  was 
building  a  drain  behind  the 
apartment  complex  Thursday. 

“When  I  first  hit  it,  I 
thought  1  had  uncovered  a 
large  horse  bone.  But  as  I  kept 
digging  it  out  and  found  it 
getting  bigger  and  bigger,  I 
knew  I  had  found  something , 
mqre,”  Griffin  said. 

Representatives  of  the  Utah 
State  Archaeological  Society 
studied  the  find  and  said  it  is 
the  largest  bone  of  its  kind 
ever  found  in  Utah. 

The  age  of  the  bone  has 
been  estimated  at  late 
Pleistocene,  or  10,000  to 
50,000  years  old,  according  to 
Wade  Miller,  associate 
professor  of  zoology  at  BYU. 

BYU  is  expected  to  send  a 
team  to  the  site  Monday  to 
remove  the  bone,  Griffin  said. 

Ownership  will  go  to  the 
Utah  State  Museum  at  the 
University  of  Utah. 

Fragments  were  found  two 
years  ago,  said  Griffin.

Finds  prove  book

The  growing  fund  of 
archaeological  knowledge  is 
eliminating  even  the  most 
minute  scholarly  objections  to 
the  Book  of  Mormon,  said  Dr.

Moore  asked  the  ,  1st 
Court  of  Appeal  in  Baton 
Rouge  on  Monday  to  overrule 
the  order.  Without  the 
machine’s  vote,  LaCaze  would 
win  by  195  votes. 

MAINE  -  A  recount  began 
Monday  in  the  1st:

Peter  N.  Kyros  by  less 
than  600  votes.  The  recount  is 
expected  to  take  seven  or  eight 
days. 

NEBRASKA  -  Votes  from 
heavily  populated  Lincoln  and 
Hall  Counties  remained  to  be 
tabulated  in  the  3rd 
Congressional  District  where

TOKYO  (AP)  - 
Prudently -and  a  bit 
ironically-the  sign  at  the 
entrance  to  the  Okura 
Shuko-Kan  Museum  says 
“Explosives  Prohibited.”  In  its 
musty  interior,  among  the 
buddhas  and  screens,  a  sneeze 
would  sound  terrifying. 

This  bower  of  quiet  in  the 
midst  of  Tokyo  is  notable  for 
two  reasons:  it  is  the  first  of 
Japan’s  private  museums  and  it 
is  an  ornament  of  the  Okura 
Hotel. 

What  makes  the  explosives 
warning  somewhat  wry  is  the 
..fact  ..that  the.  ..museum  ...was 
established  in  1917.  by  the 
late  Baron  Kihachiro  Okura, 
who  made  his  fortune  in 
munitions. 

Beginning  as  a  merchant’s 
apprentice,  he  sold  weapons 
and  bullets  during  the 
turbulent  period  of  the  Meiji 


restoration  in  1868.  With 
peace,  he  turned  to  more 
prosaic  things,  men’s  suits. 
From  that  it  was  expor-import 
and  back  to  munitions  during 
the  1895  war  with  China  and  a 
later  rebellion  in  Kyushu. 

A  gifted  man,  he  wrote 
comic  “waka”  poetry  and 
composed  songs. 

The  two-story  museum 
survived  the  bombing  of  World 
War  II  and  is  one  of  the  most 
interesting  in  Tokyo  today.  Its 
collection  of  1,694  items 
includes  three  national 
treasures,  among  them  a  Heian 
period  (794-1  192  A.D. ) 
w  o  o  d  -e  n  s  t  a  t-n-e~  o,.f 
Samantabhadra  Buddha  on  api 
elephant. 

Its  current  exhibition  is  of 
the  Kano  school  of  painters. 
Outstanding  are  magnificent 
screens  by  Tannuy  Kano 
1602-1674  depicting  monkeys, 
birds  and  trees.

“Dimensions  of  Man”  series, 
sponsored  by  the  Department 
of  Anthropology  this  evening 
at  7 :30  p.m.  in  377  ESTB. 

In  the  discussion  following 
the  movie,  John  Hawkins, 
professor  of  anthropology,  will 
review  its  important  points. 

The  film  depicts  warfare  and 
continuing  horder  conflict 
among  the  Dugum  Dani  people 
in  the  Central  Highlands  of 
New  Guinea.  The  film  gives 
insights  into  the  kinship, 
family  life,  politics, 
economics,  ritual  and  beliefs 
of  these  natives,  and  shows 
how  these  affect  and  are  in 
turn  affected  by  the  structure 
of  warfare. 

Warfare  is  never  escalated 
among  these  people  because 
their  concept  of  vengeance,  in 
the  case  of  murder,  only 
requires  “life  for  life.”

ASU’s  offense, 
however,  didn’t  match  its 
defense  as  the  Devils  had  just 
186  yards  in  total  offense.  The 
only  score  the  offense 
accounted  for  was  on  the  first 
series,  when  Ray  Alexander 
and  wingback  Morris  Owens 
hooked  up  on  a  38-yard  pass 
play. 


“We  really  turned  the  game 
around,”  said  Sheide.  “Our 
defense  was  really  the 
.difference .this  year.  We  should 
have  had  a  higher  score  against 
ASU,  but  I  threw  some  passes 
I  should  never  have  thrown. 
Their  blitz  was  tough,  though. 
You  have  to  give  credit  to 
them  for  forcing  some 
offensive  mistakes.” 


ASU  defensive  and  Ed 
Vaughan’s  40-yard 
interception  return  put  the 
Sun  Devils  on  top  12-2,  but 
Sheide  hit  Mahoney  on  a 
six-yard  TD  pass  and  tailback 
Jeff  Blanc  plunged  over  from 
the  one  for  a  14-12  Cougar 
lead  in  the  third  quarter.

Women  increased  their  ranks 
in  state  legislatures  by  26  per 
cent  in  last  week’s  elections,

Many  women  won  key  races, 
however,  against  opponents  of 
the  Equal  Rights  Amendment 
which  must  be  ratified  by  five 
more  states  before  becoming 
part  of  the  Constitution. 

With  a  dozen  races 
undecided,  women  have  won 
125  new  seats  in  legislatures. 
This  brings  their  total  to  591, 
increasing  their  percentage 
from  six  to  eight  of  the 
over-all  legislative  strength.

Library  where  they  are  readily 
accessible  to  historical  and 
genealogical  researchers,  Bluth 
said.  The  tape  recordings  will 
allow  future  generations  to 
hear  what  their  forefathers 
sounded  like. 

Copies  of  the  transcripts  and 
tapes  are  presented  to  the 
interviewees,  the  Utah 
Historical  Society  and  other 
sponsors  such  as  cities  and 
towns.  Additional  copies  of 
the  manuscripts  can  be 
obtained  for  about  five  cents  a 
page  plus  binding.

Y  stressed  academics  early 


Few  students  today  can 
imagine  the  prospect  of 
instructors  visiting  with  them 
in  the  evening  to  give  advice 
and  counsel. 

That  was  what  BYU’s  first 
president,  Karl  G.  Maeser, 
asked  of  the  faculty  during  the 
institution’s  early  years, 
according  to  a  history  of  the 
academic  standards  at  BYU 
compiled  by  Alma  King, 
former  director  of  Adademic 
Standards. 


This  and  weekly  student 
evaluations  or  progress  reports 
were  used  to  help  maintain 
academic  excellence.  If  a 
student’s  academic  work  was 
unsatisfactory  in  a  given  area, 
he  was  transgerred  to  another 
department. 

Although  such  measures 
might  seem  extreme  by 
today’s  standards,  they  are 
evidence  that  from  the  very 
beginning,  BYU  has  made  an 
effort  to  maintain  a 
satisfactory  level  of  academic 
performance  among  its 
students.  However,  the  level  of 


performance  which 
determined  whether  a 
student’s  work  was 
unsatisfactory  or  not  has  seen 
considerable  change  over  the 
years.

“A 
feeling  of  mutual  trust  is 
engendered  and  some  people 
have  related  things  they  have 
never  talked  about  before  in 
their  whole  lives.” 

If  it  weren’t  for  the  type  of 
documentation  made  possible 
through  oral  history,  many 
interesting,  enlightening  and 
vital  histories  would  become 
lost  with  time,  Bluth  noted.

Sound  sheet  lectures  have  been  prepared  in 
such  areas  as  basic  algebra  and  graphs, 
conceptual  curves,  supply  and  demand, 
national  income  accounting,^  ragno^  and 
banking,  the  aggregate  economy  'and' economic 
concepts. 

Others  include  comparative  advantage, 
cost-benefit  analysis,  aggregate  supply  and 
aggregate  demand,  Dr.  Parsons  added. 

The  sound  sheet  lectures  were  introduced  at 
BYU  last  year  on  an  experimental  basis.  In  a 
survey  of  one  of  his  classes,  Dr.  Parsons  said 
over  75  per  cent  of  the  students  who  received 
A’s  and  B’s  for  the  class  indicated  the  sheets 
had  helped  them. 

The  sound  sheets  and  playing  machines  are 
kept  in  the  Learning  Resources  Center  of  the 
Harold  B.  Lee  Library.

A  language  researcher  at 
Brigham  Young 
University-Hawaii  Campus  has 
embarked  on  a  project  to 
collect  and  .study  native 
Tongan  poetry  and  music.  It  is 
one  of  the  first  efforts  ever 
made  to  preserve  ancient  and 
contemporary  art  forms  in  the 
Pacific  Island  group. 

Dr.  Eric  Shumway,  associate 
professor  of  modern  languages, 
spent  the  summer  in  Tonga 
with  ethnomusicologist  Dr. 
Larry  Shumway,  his  brother. 
They  interviewed  a  score  of 
poets  and  recorded  numerous 
poems  set  to  traditional  music. 

The  compilation  will  be  used 
for  “preserving  the  culture, 
language,  as  well  as  the 
historical  and  mythological 
gems  of  the  Tongan  people,” 
Dr.  Shumway  explained.  He 
praised  the  cooperation  of 
various  Tongan  composers  and 
island  officials  in  assisting  with 
the  project. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the 
trip  was  an  audience  with  King 
Taufa’s  Iahau  Tupou  IV.  “His 
majesty  was  very  amenable  to 
our  project  and  offered  his 
blessings  and  encouragement,” 
Dr.  Shumway  said. 

Tongan  Prime  Minister  Tu’i 
Pelehake,  the  younger  brother 
of  the  King  and  a  well-known 
poet  in  the  islands,  opened  the 
Tongan  broadcasting  library 


for  the  researchers.  Their 
mother,  the  late  Queen  Salote,  , 
was  also  a  poet.  A  major  target 
of  the  project  was  to  compile 
and  study  all  of  her  works  in  a 
separate  volume. 

“The  queen’s  works  are 
regarded  as  the  best  in  Tongan 
poetry  and  Her  Majesty  is  still 
the  greatest  poet  in  the  history 
of  Tonga,”  said  Dr.  Shumway. 
Part  of  the  challenge  of  the 
study  is  to  interpert  her 
poetry.

Joint  degree  offered  to  gr 


Y  photo  contest 
reflects  history 


A  new  program  to  provide 
BYU  graduate  students  the 
opportunity  of  earning  a  joint 
masters  (MBA)  degree  in 
business  and  a  juris  doctor 
(J.D.)  in  law  has  been 
approved. 

Bruce  Hafen,  assistant  to 
Pres.  Dallin  Oaks,  said  the 
joint  degree  program  will  allow 
students  to  obtain  both 
degrees  in  a  period  of  four 
years. 

He  said  the  combination 
degree  is  made  possible 
because  of  the  subject  areas  of 
common  interest  to  both 
programs. 

“The  law  program  is 
ordinarily  of  three  years’ 
duration,”  Hafen  said,  “and 
the  MBA  program  for  two 
years’  duration.” 


The  program,  approved 
jointly  by  the  law  school  and 
graduate  school,  was  created  as 
a  recognition  of  the  sometimes 
overlapping  fields  of  interest 
between  graduate  programs  in 
business  and  law,  Hafen 
explained. 

“Neither  the  administration 
of  the  law  school  nor  the 
administration  of  the  MBA 
program  recommend  that  all 
law  students  and  MBA 
students  should  obtain  the 
joint  degree,”  he  said. 

He  said  the  student  who  will 
benefit  most  from  the  program 
is  the  one  who  is  planning  to 
practice  law  in  the  business 
area  and  who  can  afford  an 
additional  year  of  education. 


“There  does  not  seem  to  be 
any  strong  evidence  that 
having  both  degrees  is  a 
significant  asset  in  seeking 
initial  job  placement  either  as 
a  business  administrator  or  a 
lawyer,”  Hafen  said. 

He  did  say  the  joint  degree 
would  offer  students  a  greater 
flexibility  in  making  their 
career  choices. 

All  students  must  take  both 
the  Law  School  Admissions 
Test  and  the  Admissions  Test 
for  graduate  study  in  business, 
he  continued. 

Hafen  explained  that 
students  admitted  to  the  joint 
program  will  typically  spend 
their  first  year  in  the  law 
school. 


Their  second  year  will  be 
spent  in  the  MBA  program, 
while  their  third  and  fourth 
years  will  be  spent  in  the 
curriculum  of  both  programs 
which  they  might  choose,  he 
said. 

“Students  in  the  program 
must  complete  both  the  MBA 
and  the  JD  degrees  in  order  to 
receive  credit  in  the  law  school 
for  their  MBA  classes,  and  vice 
versa,”  he  said. 

Hafen  explained  that  the 
MBA  program  will  accept  15 
hours  of  law  school  credit, 
while  the  law  school  will 
accept  12  hours  of  MBA  credit 
towards  satisfying  the  degree 
requirements  for  the  JD 
degree.

participated  in  the  Indian 
Student  Placement  Program  of 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  and  87  per 
cent  of  them  have  gone  on  to 
college  or  other  post-high 
school  vocational  training. 

Noting/  that  1974  is  the 
20th  anniversary  of  the 
placement  program,  Dr.  Victor 
Brown,  Jr.,  Church  social 
services  commissioner,  said 
today  the  program  has 
produced  some  outstanding 
Indian  leaders  and  potential 
leaders  who  should  have  a 
great  positive  influence  on  the 
future  of  their  people. 

The  program,  wherein 
parents  of  Latter-day  Saint 
Indian  students  between  the 
ages  of  eight  and  eighteen  elect 
to  have  their  children  leave  the 
reservation  and  spend  the 
school  year  in  foster  homes, 
was  actually  conceived  in  the 
late  1940s.  It  was  begun  under 
the  direction  of  President 
Spencer  W.  Kimball,  then  a 
member  of  the  Council  of 


Twelve  Apostles  and  now 
world  leader  of  the  Church.  In 
1954  the  First  Presidency  and

Apostles  recommended  it  be 
adopted  as  an  official  program 
of  the  Church. 

There  were  68  students 
placed  in  foster  homes  that 
first  year,  Dr.  Brown  said,  and 
the  figure  grew  steadily  until  it 
reached  a  peak  of  nearly  5,000 
in  1969-70.  Since  then  because 
of  its  strong  commitment  to 
strengthening  the  family  the 
Church  has  placed 
considerable  emphasis  on 
“at-home”  fulfillment  of 
Indian  students’  educational 
needs  because  of  more  and 
better  facilities  on  the 
reservations.  But  there  are  still 
nearly  2,500  students 
participating  in  the  placement 


“graduates”  of  the  placement 
program  will ,  usually  become 
involved  in  helping  their  own 
people.  Of  the  approximately 
500  Indian  students  at  BYU 
(largest  Indian  enrollment  in 
the  country,)  about  60  per 
cent  are  former  placement 
program  students.  And,

District;  Dr.  Bahe  Billy, 
director  of  a  Navajo 
agricultural  and  reclamation 
project  in  the  Southwest;  and 
Wilbert  Willie,  a  BYU  graduate 
directing  the  Office  of  Navajo 
Economic  Opportunity  for  the 
Navajo  Tribe. 

In  addition,  Nora  Begay,  a 
Navajo  currently  attending 
BYU,  has  been  appointed  to  a 
two-year  term  on  the  National 
Advisory  Council  on  Financial 
Aid  to  Students,  which 
operates  under  the  U.S.

“I  used  to  read  them  all  the 
time,  but  someone  told  me  in 
junior  high  that  it  was  juvenile 
and  childish.  It  wasn’t  until  I 
heard  author  Ray  Bradbury 
comment  that  you  shouldn’t 
suppress  an  interest  because 
society  dictates  it,  that  I  began 
reading  them  again,”  said 
Brown. 

The  unusual  hobby  has 
become  one  of  increasing 
interest  for  others  besides 
Brown.  BYU  can  now  boast  of 
a  Comic  Book  Society,  of 
which  Brown  is  president. 

“The  purpose  of  the  club  is 
to  have  readers  make  a  serious 
study  of  American  culture. 
You  can  trace  the  mood, 
trends  and  important  actions 
of  America  by  reading  back 
issues  of  different  comic 
books,”  he  explained. 

Brown  cited  the  trends  of 
the  ’30s,  as  being  the  era  of 
popular  heroes,  overcoming 
the  depression  and  sense  of 
little  worth.

The  comics  of  ’50s  were  the 
golden  age  of  good  times  and 
upcoming  sophistication  while
